There is no fee for joining the 
Book Guild, you just have to pay 
your 35 cents each month at the 
Book Store, choose your book, 
and then pick it up a few days 
later.

Meeting the Fresno State var- 
sity here in the Lettuce Bowl to- 
morrow night at eight o’clock, in 
their second home game, the Pan- 
thers will aim high for a win. 

Re: Their tilt with the Santa 
Cruz Cardinals last week, the 
Panthers outscored and outplayed 
their opponents, but ‘to no advan- 
tage, as the final tally showed 
seven all the way around. Pre- 
ceding this contest the Jaysee 
team had two wins to their 
credit, oné~an initial game win 
over M.U.HS., 6-0, and a heavy 
victory over the Hollister Ram- 
blers, 40-12. 

Fresno was defeated last week 
by the Minter Army Air Base, 
20-0. 

Although the press was unable 
to acquire the official jaysee 
lineup, because of deadlines, the 
following men might in all prob-

Uncle Sam may decide the outcome of western representation 
in Pasadena’s Rose Bowl come this next New Year’s Day. The de- 
cision should be reached within the next two weeks. 

Three contenders of the Big Four who will lose valuable man- 
power to the armed forces are U.C.L.A., California, and Southern 
Cal. Washington’s Huskies won’t be affected until after they meet 
with Cal tomorrow at Berkeley. 

If the Huskies do win this contest they would appear to be a 
strong threatening standout for the Rose Bowl bid. In their pre- 
vious games they have been victorious by overwhelming scores, 
but their opposition has been from second class teams. Two vet- 
erans are left from last year’s eleven, that took such a terrific wal- 
loping from U.S.C. in the Bowl on January 1, 1944. 

The long arm will reach in and raid the Cal team very shortly. 
Nine men, five of whom are regular first string, will play their last 
game against Washington. 

After the Washington contest Southern Cal will lose one of 
their outstanding backs, Gordon Gray, along with a guard and 
tackle. Loss of Gray will rob the Trojan team of one of the out- 
standing performers on the Pacific Coast. He has scored seven of 
the U.S.C. touchdowns. 

U.C.L.A. will be losing their ace halfback, John Roesch, along 
with another man from the backfield and two men from the line. 
Johnny Roesch has scored seven of the ten Bruin touchdowns. 
When Johnny leaves, the Bruins and the Pacific Coast will be los- 
ing one of the best climax runners of the ’44 season. 

Washington will be hit the hardest, when 11 men leaye after 
the Cal. game. 

Associated Press polls show the following results on the Big 
Ten, a result of the opinions of 107 sports writers. The Fighting 
Irish of Notre Dame garnered more than half of the first place 
votes. They rank as the number one football team of the country. 

The top big ten includes the following teams: Notre Dame, 
Army, Randolph Field, Ohio State (only complete civilian outfit), 
Iowa Pre-flight, Great. Lakes, Pennsylvania, Georgia Tech, Navy, 
and North Carolina. Cal took over twelfth place honors, with S.C. 
and Michigan tied for sixteenth place.

Tie With Santa Cruz 


Several scoring opportunities were lost due to a bit

Comparing the two teams on 
statistics, the Panthers were out 
in front by a big margin the 
whole way. Jaysee had 13 first 
downs, the Cards 1. Salinas ac- 
cumulated 301 yards from scrim- 
mage, the Cards 24. Summing up 
the amount of yardage lost on 
penalties, S.J.C. had a. total of 


110 yards. 
The Panthers began their early
